To  the  Members  of  the  Southall- Norwood  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report,  on  the  vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year  1908.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to 
say  that  the  health  of  the  District  during  the  year  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  The  report  of  last  year  exhibited  rates  of  mortality 
very  considerably  below  those  for  previous  years,  and  much 
below  the  average  rates  for  recent  years.  This  year  again, 

the  death  rate  is  low,  lower  indeed  than  it  has  been  for 

twelve  years  past,  and  if  mortality  rate  is  a  true  index  of  healthiness 
the  present  year  has  been  one  of  the  healthiest  on  record.  Although 
the  infantile  mortality  is  somewhat  higher  for  the  year,  it  is  a  very 
low  one  for  the  District,  95-4  per  1,000,  and  the  low  general  death 
rate  is  largely  due  to  this  fact.  The  number  of  deaths  at  other 

age  periods  approximates  closely  to  those  for  last  year  with  the 

exception  of  deaths  of  persons  over  sixty  five  years  of  age,  which 
were  fewer  than  for  last  year. 

It  is  probable  that  the  reduction  of  deaths  at  the  extremes  of 
life  may  be  due  to  the  influence  of  improved  Sanitary  conditions 
generally  ;  I  think  there  can  be  no  question  that  to  a  great  extent 
it  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  unusual  meteorological  conditions  pre¬ 
vailing  during  the  year.  The  Summer  months  of  1908  and  1907 
were  abnormally  cold  and  wet  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this 
was  the  means  of  lowering  the  incidence  of  mortality  from  zymotic 
diseases  which  are  generally  so  prevalent  and  fatal  in  the  hot  months 
of  late  Summer  and  early  Autumn.  The  later  months  of  1908,  on 
the  other  hand,  were  unseasonably  warm,  and  this  was  responsible 
in  reducing  the  number  of  deaths  of  old  people  which  are  always 
more  numerous  in  cold,  damp,  winters. 
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With  regard  to  the  causes  of  death,  the  only  noticeable  feature 
in  the  Statistics  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis 
and  other  Tubercular  diseases.  It  would  be  a  very  disquieting 
circumstance  if  this  increase  was  shown  to  be  amongst  the  older 
residents  of  the  district,  but  this  is  not  the  case.  There  is  a  con¬ 
stantly  increasing  number  of  people  suffering  from  these  complaints 
who  come  down  from  London  on  Medical  advice  to  live  here,  and  I 
am  satisfied  from  my  own  enquiries  that  a  larger  proportion  of  these 
deaths  were  of  people  who  were  suffering  from  these  complaints  when 
they  came  to  live  in  Southall. 

On  page  8  will  be  found  a  further  consideration  of  the  vital 
Statistics.  Perhaps  the  most  gratifying  feature  of  the  Statistics  is  the 
continued  low  incidence  of  zymotic  disease  of  all  kinds,  which  is 
much  lower  than  for  recent  years ;  there  has  been  no  epidemic 
of  any  zymotic  disease  during  the  year.  The  actual  number  of  cases 
of  notifiable  disease  is  somewhat  higher  than  for  1907,  and  the  increase 
— such  as  it  is — I  venture  to  say  would  not  have  occurred  had  a  little 
more  care  been  exercised.  Instances  have  come  under  notice  in  which 
children  have  been  going  to  school  from  houses  in  which  there  were 
patients  suffering  from  these  illnesses,  and  it  has  happened  on  one  or 
two  occasions  that  children  have  been  present  in  Elementary  Schools 
whilst  actually  suffering  from  a  notifiable  illness.  I  feel  sure  that  the 
Council  would  do  well,  should  any  such  cases  occur  in  future,  to 
institute  proceedings  against  the  parents  under  the  Notification  Act. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  general  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
District  are  good.  Constant  supervision  is  exercised  over  Slaughter 
Houses,  Dairies,  Milkshops  and  Bake-Houses.  The  disposal  of 
refuse  is  carried  out  efficiently,  both  as  regards  Sewerage,  House 
Refuse,  and  cleansing  of  Streets. 

The  means  provided  for  isolation  of  notifiable  diseases,  and 
disinfection,  are  in  every  way  satisfactory. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Brown,  Surveyor;  Mr.  Wood, 
Sanitary  Inspector  ;  Mr.  Burwell,  Assistant  Clerk  Mr.  Hanson.  Rate 
Collector;  and  Mr.  Rayner,  Curator  of  the  Cemetery;  for  statistical 
and  other  imformation  relating  to  their  several  departments,  which 
I  have  embodied  in  the  report.

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SECTION  I. 


Sanitary  Area. 

The  Urban  District  of  Southall-Norwood  is  situated  on  the  main 
road  from  London  to  Oxford,  9J  miles  from  the  Marble  Arch, 
5J  miles  south-east  of  Uxbridge,  and  4  miles  north-west  of  Brentford 
— the  County  Town. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  2,575  statute  acres  ;  2,525  acres  of 
land,  and  50  acres  of  water. 

The  soil  is  gravel,  with  occasional  outcrops  of  brick  earth. 

The  length  of  the  District  from  North  to  South  is  2  miles 
4  furlongs  86  yards,  and  the  breadth  from  Bull’s  Bridge  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  3  miles  o  furlongs  203  yards,  the  narrowest  parts 
being  at  the  extreme  northern  end  of  the  Disirict,  which  is  2  furlongs 
210  yards. 

The  highest  point  above  Trinity  high  water  mark  is  on  the 
Southall  Station  Bridge,  which  is  115*5  feet,  and  the  lowest  point  at 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  which  is  21*5  feet  above  such  level. 

The  total  length  of  public  roads  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Council  is  about  15  miles.  The  mileage  of  private  roads  is 
about  6  miles.

For  administrative  purposes  the  District  is  divided  into  East  and 
West  Wards. 

The  Division  of  the  Wards  is  an  imaginary  line,  which  begins 
in  the  centreof  the  road  outside  Waxlow  Farm  entrance,  down  North 
Road  to  Uxbridge  Road,  thence  to  the  “  Three  Horseshoes  ”  Beer 
house,  down  South  Road,  over  Station  Bridge  and  on  by  St.  John’s 
Church,  along  Western  Road,  by  “  Halfway  House  ”  Beerhouse,  and 
on  until  opposite  the  “  Prince  of  Wales,”  where  the  line  leaves  the 
road,  and  goes  to  rear  of  the  two  cottages  opposite,  and  again  joins 
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the  road  immediately  after  passing  over  Canal  Bridge  and  thence  on 
to  Watersplash. 

All  to  the  left  of  the  line  is  East  Ward,  and  all  to  the  right  West 
Ward. 

Estimated  Population  for  Middle  of  Year  1908,  22,371. 

The  population  is  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  calculating  the  various  rates  of  sickness  and  mortality  ; 
since  the  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  approximately 
represents  the  average  population  for  the  year.  This  is  taken  as  the 
basis  for  calculation.  If  the  total  population  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  used,  the  rates  would  be  fallaciously  low,  and  this  would  be  the 
case  of  course  if  the  estimate  for  the  middle  of  the  year  was  too  high. 
The  records  of  mortality  and  sickness  are  exact.  The  estimated 
population  is  only  approximately  so. 

It  is  therefore  important  if  the  vital  statistics  are  to  be  trust¬ 
worthy  tests  of  health  conditions  that  the  estimate  should  be  as 
accurate  as  possible.  There  are  several  methods  of  calculation,  the 
most  reliable  for  a  growing  district  is  to  multiply  the  number  of 
houses  on  the  rate  book  at  the  middle  of  the  year  by  the  probable 
average  number  of  inmates  of  each,  which  figure  is  obtained  from  the 
census  data.  At  the  end  of  December,  1907,  there  were  4,384 
houses  in  rating.  East  Ward  1,785,  West  Ward  2,599.  The  number 
of  new  houses  brought  into  rating  from  January  to  end  of  June  1908, 
was  61  ;  East  Ward  29,  West  Ward  32.  That  is  a  total  total  4,445 
houses  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  which  multiplied  by  5,  gives  a 
population  of  22,225.  Allowance  should  be  made  for  empty  houses, 
since  these  remain  in  rating  ;  on  the  other  hand,  in  the  working  class 
parts  of  the  District,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  houses  are 
occupied  by  two  families,  for  this  reason  it  may  be,  that  the  average 
number  of  inmates  in  each  house  is  more  than  five,  the  figure  used  in 
the  estimate,  putting  one  against  the  other,  and  taking  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  “natural  increase”  of  population— births  less 
deaths — I  estimate  the  population  at  22,000,  to  this  must  be  added 
the  inmates  of  St.  Marylebone  Schools,  371,  which  gives  22,371  as 
the  population  for  statistical  purposes.  This  estimate  does  not 
include  the  inmates  of  the  London  County  Asylum,  Hanwell,  since 
they  cannot  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the  residential  population  of 
the  District.  The  vital  statistics  of  this  Institution  are  dealt  with 
separately.  The  approximate  correctness  of  this  estimate  can  be 
checked  by  data  from  the  birth  rate.  The  basis  is  the  assumption 
of  a  fairly  constant  birth  rate  for  a  series  of  years.  This 
has  been  the  case,  the  average  birth  rate  for  the  past  ten 
years  is  30*60.  The  number  of  births  during  last  year  was 
660  Assuming  that  30*60  is  the  number  of  births  per 
1,000  population,  660  is  the  number  of  births  of

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as  occuring  within  the 

District  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  was  189  (males  97,  females  92). 

For  statistical  purposes  it  is  necessary  to  add  to  this  figure  the 
deaths  of  persons  from  your  District  who  died  in  the  Hillingdon 
Infirmary,  the  various  London  Hospitals  and  Middlesex  County 
Asylums.  These  “outside’’  deaths  were  32  in  number  (males  19, 
females  13).  The  deaths  occuring  in  the  Hanwell  Asylum,  although 
registered  in  your  District  are  excluded  from  the  total  of  221.  The 
death  rate  for  the  whole  District  calculated  on  the  estimated 
population  of  22,371  at  the  middle  of  1908  is  therefore  9*8  per  1,000. 
The  ages  and  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  the  following  tables. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rates— East  and  West  Wards. 

In  the  East  Ward,  the  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  97 
(51  males,  46  females).  The  “outside”  deaths  were  17  in 
number  (10  males,  7  females).  Total  deaths  belonging  to  this 
Ward — 1 14.  The  death  rate  on  the  estimated  population  of  9,000  is 
12*6  per  1,000. 

In  the  West  Ward,  the  deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  92 
(males  46,  females  46).  The  outside  deaths  were  15  in  number 
(9  males,  6  females).  Total  deaths  belonging  to  this  Ward — 107. 
The  death  rate  on  the  estimated  population  of  13,371  is  8*2  per  1,000.

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Statistical  Evidence  of  the  Sanitary  Condition 

of  the  District. 

The  rates  of  Mortality  contained  in  the  foregoing  tables,  viz.  : — 
The  total  death  rate,  infant  mortality,  and  zymotic  death  rate,  are 
those  most  useful  for  evidence  of  the  health  conditions  of  a  small 
town,  and  their  relative  value  for  this  purpose  is  in  the  order  here 
given. 

Annual  Death  Rate. 

The  gross  annual  death  rate,  9-8  per  1,000  for  the  year,  shows  a 
slight  reduction  on  that  for  last  year  io*i.  The  number  of  deaths 
however  belonging  to  the  District  for  the  year  is  four  in  excess  of  the 
number  for  last  year,  so  that  the  decreased  rate  is  brought  about  by 
the  increased  population.  With  regard  to  the  causes  of  death,  a 
reduction  is  shown  in  those  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Diarrhoea,  an  increase  from  Phthisis  and  other  Tubercular  diseases, 
and  also  of  deaths  from  prematurity.  The  deaths  occurring  at  the 
various  age  periods  approximate  closely  to  those  of  last  year’s,  with 
the  exception  of  deaths  at  65  and  over,  which  were  fewer  in  number. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  exceptionally  healthy,  and  the 
rates  of  Mortality  the  lowest  recorded  in  your  district  for  many  years 
past.  No  doubt  this  reduced  Mortality  is  in  some  measure  due  to 
improved  Sanitary  conditions  which  slowly  but  progressively  improve 
the  public  health.  To  a  large  extent  also  the  reduction  must  be 
ascribed  to  the  anomalous  climatic  conditions  which  have  prevailed 
during  the  past  two  years.  This  has  had  a  favourable  influence  in 
two  directions  : — First,  the  abnormally  cold  and  wet  summers  of  1907 
and  1908  lessened  the  incidence  and  Mortality  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
and  the  later  months  of  last  year  on  the  other  hand  were  warm  and 
mild  and  this  undoubtedly  was  responsible  for  the  fewer  deaths  of  old 
people.  On  comparing  the  deaths  and  death  rates  in  the  East  and 
West  Wards,  there  is  a  marked  difference.  In  the  East  Ward  with  an 
estimated  population  of  9,000,  there  were  114  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of 
12*6  per  1,000;  in  the  West  Ward  with  an  estimated  population  of 
13,371  there  were  107  deaths,  which  is  equal  to  8*2  per  1,000. 
These  figures  are  very  remarkable,  and  they  strongly  suggest  some 
unfavourable  circumstances  in  operation  in  the  East  Ward,  but  what 
these  are  it  is  difficult  to  say.  There  is  no  sharp  line  of  demarcation 
between  the  two  Wards,  the  division  is  an  imaginary  line;  there  is  no 
particularly  insanitary  area  or  street  in  that  Ward,  and  in  its  Northern 
portion  it  contains  more  better  class  houses  than  the  West  Ward. 
In  the  Southern  half  there  are  proportionately  more  houses  occupied 
by  two  families  than  there  are  in  the  West  Ward,  and  this  increased 
density  of  population  on  unit  area  probably  exercises  a  deleterious 
influence.  It  is  a  well  recognised  fact  that  it  considerably  increases 
the  mortality  of  zymotic  diseases.  Another  circumstance  which  I 
think  must  have  had  some  influence  is,  that  the  domestic  conditions 
in  certain  areas  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Ward  are  unsatisfactory. 
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In  the  Tables  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  considerable  excess  of 
deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  and  prematurity  in  the  East  Ward 
thus  : — •

and  this  excess  I  think  must  in  some  measure  be  ascribed  to  the 
above  considerations.  I  wish  it  to  be  clear  that  we  have  no  knowledge 
of  legal  overcrowding.  The  Inspector  has  paid  particular  attention  to 
this  matter. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate. 

In  order  to  compare  the  death  rate  of  the  district  with  that  for 
the  country  generally,  the  age  and  sex  of  the  district  population  must 
be  approximated  to  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

By  means  of  a  factor  calculated  from  the  census  data,  the  gross 
death  rate  of  the  district  can  be  corrected  to  what  it  would  be  if  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  district  population  were  the  same  as 
that  for  England  and  Wales.  This  factor  is  given  in  the  County  Report, 
viz.,  1*05131.  Thus  9*8x1*05131  gives  10*3,  the  corrected  death 
rate  per  1,000. 

Comparative  Mortality  Rate. 


If  the  corrected  district  rate  is  compared  with  the  rate  at  all  ages 
for  England  and  Wales  taken  at  1,000  ;  it  gives  what  is  known  as  the 
comparative  mortality  figure.  Thus  : —

the  figure  of  comparative  mortality  for  Southall-Norwood.  This  may 
be  expressed  by  saying  that  the  same  number  of  persons  which  gave 
1,000  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  gave  688  deaths  in  Southall- 
Norwood. 

Infant  Mortality. 


The  rate  for  the  whole  district  per  1,000  births  is  95*4,  as 
compared  with  94*3  for  last  year.  These  rates  constitute  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  for  the  district  sq  far  as  I  can  ascertain.  For  the 
previous  ten  years  the  average  rate  was  138*3.  This  marked  decrease 
for  the  past  two  years  has  been  mainly  due  to  fewer  deaths  from 
Diarrhceal  diseases,  and  as  already  mentioned  the  favourable  climatic 
conditions  which  prevailed  during  the  past  two  years  have  been 
responsible,  I  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report  that  in  my  opinion 
the  treatment  of  road  surfaces  with  “  Oil  Tar  ”  might  also  have 
exerted  a  favourable  influence,  and  further  experience  in  this  matter 
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leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  it  has  been  one  of  the  factors  con¬ 
ducing  to  the  lowered  incidence  and  mortality  from  these  diseases. 

The  infant  mortality  in  the  East  Ward  with  33  deaths  is  ii8’8 
per  1,000  births;  that  of  the  West  Ward  with  30  deaths  is  82'i  per 
1,000.  The  circumstances  which  I  have  adverted  to  as  being 
probably  responsible  for  the  higher  general  mortality  in  the  East 
Ward  apply  in  this  case  also.  There  were  eleven  deaths  from  pre¬ 
maturity  in  the  East  Ward  with  a  population  of  9,000,  in  the  West 
Ward  there  were  six  deaths  from  this  cause  out  of  a  population  of  13,37 1. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  death  rate  from  Notifiable  diseases  is  remarkably  low,  only 
two  deaths  being  registered,  which  gives  a  rate  of  o’o8  per  1,000. 
Both  occurred  in  the  East  Ward  giving  a  rate  of  o’ 2  per  1,000.  In 
the  West  Ward  the  rate  of  course  was  nil.  From  non-notifiable 
Zymotic  diseases  the  death-rate  was  i'i  for  the  whole  district.  The 
rate  in  the  East  Ward  was  i'6,  in  the  West  Ward  o'8.  The  total  rate 
from  all  Zymotic  diseases  for  the  whole  district  is  1*2;  for  the  East 
Ward  1.8;  for  the  West  Ward  o'8.  During  the  year,  as  for  many 
previous  years,  there  was  no  death  in  the  District  from  Enteric  Fever. 
This  is  a  most  delicate  index  of  good  Sanitary  conditions. 

Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  death  rate  from  Phthisis  and  other  Tuberculosis  diseases  is 
1 '2  per  1,000.  In  the  East  Ward  it  was  1*3  and  in  the  West  Ward 
1  ’2.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  was  29,  but  many 
of  these  to  my  own  knowledge  were  people  who  had  only  lived  in  the 
district  a  very  short  time.  There  is  an  increasing  number  of  patients 
suffering  from  these  diseases  who  come  down  from  London  to  live 
here,  on  the  advice  of  their  doctor.  The  district  has  a  reputation  for 
healthiness  which  it  well  deserves. 

Death  Rate  from  Respiratory  Diseases. 

The  rate  for  these  diseases  is  rather  less  than  for  last  year.  For 
the  whole  district  it  was  2*5  per  1,000.  In  the  East  Ward  2 '8,  in  the 
West  2  2.  The  average  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  about  3*7  per 
1,000.  The  rate  of  mortality  from  these  diseases  is  some  criterion  of 
Sanitary  conditions.  Their  prevalence  and  fatality  is  proportionate  to 
density  of  population,  dampness,  and  insanitary  condition  generally  of 
dwellings. 
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SECTION  III. 


Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  reported  under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  during  the  year  was  103. 
Ten  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  London  County  Asylum,  Norwood, 
so  that  the  number  occurring  amongst  members  of  our  population 
proper  was  93,  which  is  an  increase  of  20  as  compared  with  1907. 

The  increase  was  due  to  Scarlet  Fever  and  Erysipelas.

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications 
of  26,  as  compared  with  last  year;  in  this  total  are  included  all  those 
cases  which  were  notified  as  suspicious  cases, — that  is  to  say,  cases 
under  observation  at  home.  Well  marked  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
this  district  are,  as  a  rule,  sent  to  the  Sanatorium.  There  were 
36  cases  admitted  last  year,  19  from  the  East  Ward,  17  from  the 
West. 

The  number  of  cases  cannot  be  regarded  as  excessive,  when  we 
consider  the  large  child  population  of  the  district. 

There  has  been  nothing  appproaching  a  general  prevalence  of 
the  disease  ;  only  in  very  few  instances  was  it  possible  to  trace  the 
original  source  of  infection.  An  adult  notified  with  Scarlet  Fever 
had  previously  visited  a  relative  at  Hanwell  suffering  from  the 
disease.  In  July  there  were  three  cases  in  the  Regina  Road  area 
occurring  in  children  attending  Clifton  Road  Schools,  and  as  a  result 
of  enquiries  into  these  cases,  three  other  children  in  one  family  were 
excluded  and  notified  as  suspicious. 

In  October  there  were  three  notified  cases  under  observation  at 
home.  In  November  there  were  eight  cases,  all  on  the  South  side, 
occurring  in  the  children  attending  Clifton  Road  Girls’  and  Infants’ 
Schools.  The  circumstances  of  this  outbreak  were  investigated  by  Dr. 
Young  and  myself,  and  in  the  course  of  investigation  we  made  an 
examination  of  the  scholars  in  the  class  rooms  which  these  children 
attended.  During  the  examination  we  found  a  marked  recent  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  in  School,  and  two  other  children  who  had  had  Scarlet 
Fever  some  two  or  three  months  previously  were  suffering  from 
discharge  from  the  nose  and  ears ;  one  other  case  had  some 
suspicious  desquamation.  On  visiting  the  houses  of  some  of  the 
absentees  from  this  School,  I  discovered  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  being 
kept  at  home  without  any  medical  treatment,  and  all  the  other  children 
in  the  house  continuing  to  attend  School.  One  of  the  notified  cases 
in  this  month  acquired  infection  from  a  patient  recently  discharged 
from  Tottenham  Isolation  Hospital.  I  found  this  child  with  a  badly 
discharging  nose  and  excematous  condition  of  the  skin.  In 
December  an  adult  case,  so  far  as  we  could  gather,  had  contracted 
infection  in  London.  There  has  been  no  suspicion  attached  to  the 
milk  supply  as  a  source  of  infection  in  any  of  the  cases. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  greatest  obstacles  to 
prevention  are  the  ignorance  and  carelessness  of  some  parents  in 
in  sending  their  children  to  school  in  an  infectious  state.  I  do 
not  see  how  this  is  to  be  met,  except  by  frequent  periodical 
examination  of  all  scholars  in  the  Public  Schools,  especially  in 
those  where  cases  have  occurred.  To  some  extent  this  is  being 
done,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  benefit  has  accrued  from  it ; 
but  to  be  carried  out  thoroughly  and  sufficiently  frequently  the 
examination  would  take  the  whole  time  of  one  examiner  for  this 
district  alone,  as  there  are  over  three  thousand  children  attending 
School. 
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Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

19  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  were  notified, 
as  compared  with  24  for  1907.  Of  these,  5  were  males  and  14 
females.

The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  for  the  year  is  0  8  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  it  for  last  year. 

For  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  there  were  only  four 
notifications.  Of  two  cases  in  January,  the  first  was  one  of 
Membranous  Croup  which  required  tracheotomy,  the  second  was  sent 
in  as  Diphtheria,  but  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever. 
A  case  in  February  was  a  very  mild  one  treated  at  home.  A  case 
notified  in  March,  attended  Clifton  Road  Schools.  No  further  cases 
were  notified  until  June,  when  there  was  a  group  of  four  cases;  all 
occurred  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  East  Ward.  The  first  of  this 
group  attended  Clifton  Road  Schools.  I  made  enquiries  there,  but 
found  there  were  no  absentees  from  sore  throats  so  far  as  was  known. 
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The  only  suspicious  circumstance  about  this  case  was,  that  the  cat 
had  recently  had  a  sore  throat  and  lumps  in  its  neck  for  which  it  was 
destroyed.  The  second  case  was  not  a  school  goer,  and  there  was 
no  evidence  of  contact.  The  drains  at  the  house  had  been  blocked 
and  only  just  remedied. 

The  third  case  was  not  a  school  goer  ;  this  was  a  severe  case  and 
proved  fatal  the  morning  after  admission.  There  had  been  other 
cases  of  sore  throat  in  the  house  which  was  in  a  dirty  condition.  The 
fourth  case  contracted  infection  from  the  third,  she  was  a  relative  of 
the  patients  and  both  had  been  in  the  same  perambulator  a  day  or  two 
before  notification.  The  cases  notified  in  August  were  as  I  think  due 
to  outside  infection.  Two  of  the  patients  from  one  house  were 
visitors  from  Devizes,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  they  had  the 
complaint  when  they  came  to  Southall.  In  the  third  case  the  servant 
had  been  away  for  a  holiday  and  whilst  away  had  a  bad  sore  throat ;  a 
day  or  two  after  her  return  the  baby  of  the  house  developed  diphtheria. 
The  cases  notified  in  October  were  both  Membranous  Croup.  In 
November  the  first  case  notified  had  been  staying  at  a  house  in 
London  from  which  a  child  suffering  from  Diphtheria  had  been 
removed  to  Hospital  during  her  visit.  The  second  case  notified  was 
Diphtheria  and  measles  combined.  The  third  was  a  case  of 
Membranous  Croup.  Of  the  cases  notified  in  December,  the  first 
proved  by  bacteriological  examination  to  be  negative. 

The  second  case  was  Membranous  Croup,  which  required 
tracheotomy  ;  the  third  case  was  notified  from  a  London  Hospital, 
the  case  having  been  sent  up  for  another  illness. 

Enteric  Fever. 

There  was  only  one  notification  of  this  desease  during  the  year. 
The  patient  was  a  child  of  three  years  of  age  who  contracted  the 
disease  whilst  on  a  visit  to  a  relative  in  London,  who  had  Enteric 
Fever.

Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  district  has  continued  exceptionally  free  from  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough.  There  has  been  nothing  like  an  epidemic  of 
either  of  these  complaints ;  there  has  been  no  death  from  Measles  and 
only  two  from  Whooping  Cough. 
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Phthisis. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  amount  of  Phthisis  in  the  District 
since  this  disease  is  not  notified,  but  from  my  own  knowledge  I 
venture  to  say  there  is  very  little.  The  cause  for  the  increased 
number  of  deaths  I  have  already  alluded  to;  it  is  more  than  likely 
that  the  death  rate  will  go  on  increasing  as  the  population  increases 
by  immigration. 

In  1909  cases  of  Phthisis  occurring  in  poor  law  patients  will  be 
notified,  and  as  a  first  step  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the 
order,  such  cases  will  be  visited  and  general  instructions  given, 
disinfectants  gratuitously  supplied  and  the  Phthisis  leaflet  left  at  the 
house. 

The  Southall-Norwood  Urban  District  Council 

Prevention  of  Consumption. 

1.  —  Consumption  has  been  proved  to  be  an  infectious  disease. 

2.  — It  is  usually  spread  from  one  person  to  another  by  means  of 
the  phlegm,  which  is  coughed  up  by  a  person  suffering  from  the 
disease. 

3.  — A  consumptive  person  should  therefore  be  most  careful  in 
dealing  with  his  expectoration. 

4.  — The  person  should  spit  into  a  piece  of  rag  or  paper  and 
immediately  burn  the  same,  or  when  out  he  should  carry  a  wide¬ 
mouthed  stoppered  bottle,  containing  some  disinfectant,  into  which 
he  should  spit.  This  bottle  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  the 
contents  burned  or  otherwise  destroyed.  If  the  phlegm  is  destroyed 
or  disinfected  as  soon  as  it  is  coughed  up  there  is  no  fear  of  spreading 
infection. 

5.  —  A  consumptive  person  should,  as  far  as  possible,  occupy  a 
separate  room  or  rooms  and  the  windows  should  be  open  night  and 
day. 

6.  — The  walls,  floors  and  ceilings  of  the  living  and  sleeping 
rooms  of  persons  suffering  from  consumption  should  be  cleansed  and 
disinfected  at  least  every  two  months. 

7.  — A  mother  suffering  from  Consumption  should  not  suckle  her 
child. 

8.  — All  cow’s  milk,  especially  that  for  the  use  of  children,  should 
be  boiled  before  being  drunk. 

9.  — All  meat  should  be  thoroughly  well  cooked  and  not  eaten 
underdone. 

10.  — The  rooms  after  the  death  of  a  comsumptive  patient  should 
be  disinfected. 

11.  — Disinfecting  fluid  is  supplied  in  such  cases  free  of  charge, 
and  any  room  or  house  will  be  disinfected  free  of  cost,  on  applying 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

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SECTION  IV. 


(a)  Isolation  Accommodation. 

(1)  Accommodation  is  provided  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  only.  The  Pavilion  Block, 
which  is  used  for  Fever,  consists  of  two  large  general  wards  and  an 
emergency  ward,  with  a  nurse’s  duty  room  and  kitchen  situated 
between  the  large  wards.  Additional  accommodation  is  provided  by  a 
Berthon  Circular  Hospital  at  the  rear  of  the  Pavilion  Block,  which  is 
of  very  great  service  for  convalescent  patients.  The  Diphtheria  patients 
are  treated  in  the  Isolation  Block,  which  consists  of  two  wards  with 
sufficient  accommodation  for  eight  children. 

(2)  There  is  no  hospital  for  Small  Pox  in  the  district.  The 
Council  is  under  an  agreement  with  the  Authorities  of  the  South 
Mimms  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  cases  from  this  district. 
It  is  probable  in  the  near  future,  that  the  question  of  providing 
accommodation  for  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  will  arise,  since  most  of 
the  general  hospitals  now  decline  to  take  these  cases  in,  and  it  is 
essentially  a  disease  which  requires  hospital  treatment,  both  from  a 
curative  and  preventive  point  of  view,  unless  the  patient’s  domestic 
circumstances  are  exceptionally  favourable. 

(3)  Ambulance  Arrangement. 

The  Ambulance  is  of  the  latest  Brougham  pattern,  containing  a 
stretcher  bed,  which  takes  out  at  back,  seat  for  the  nurse,  &c.  The 
vehicle  is  kept  at  the  hospital  and  horsed  by  contract. 

The  Inspector  has  charge  of  the  arrangements  and  superintends 
the  removal  of  patients.  One  of  the  nurses  from  the  Hospital  goes 
with  the  Ambulance  for  every  case,  provided  with  requisites  for  any 
emergency  which  may  arise  during  the  journey. 

(b)  Methods  of  Disinfection. 

(1)  In  nearly  all  cases  the  work  of  disinfection  is  done  at  the 
cost  of  the  Council,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

As  to  Rooms'.  The  procedure  adopted  in  disinfecting  rooms  is  as 
follows  In  all  cases  the  room  occupied  by  the  patient  is  sealed 
and  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxide  gas,  cylinders  of  compressed  gas 
being  used.  In  cases  which  have  been  treated  at  home,  and  in  others 
kept  at  home  for  some  days  before  removal  to  the  Hospital,  the 
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fumigation  is  followed  by  scraping  and  stripping  of  all  paper  from  the 
walls.  This  is  not  done,  as  a  rule,  when  the  patient  is  removed  to 
the  Hospital  within  a  day  or  so  of  the  commencement  of  the  illness. 

In  all  cases,  again,  the  walls,  floor  and  ceiling  are  thoroughly 
brushed  over,  and  the  wood  work  and  fixtures  washed  with  solution 
of  chloride  of  lime.  Where  possible,  the  room  is  not  occupied  for  a 
week,  windows  in  the  meantime  being  kept  widely  open. 

(2)  As  to  Articles  of  Clothing'.  The  clothing,  bedding,  curtains 
and  other  infected  articles  capable  of  removal,  are  taken  to  be 
disinfected  in  the  Thresh’s  apparatus  at  the  Hospital.  Two  covered 
hand  trucks,  one  for  infected  and  one  for  disinfected  articles,  are  used 
as  the  means  of  transport. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

There  were  51  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  of  these 
36  were  sent  in  as  Scarlet  Fever  and  15  as  Diphtheria.  -  The  following

In  the  report  for  1906,  I  adverted  to  the  fact  that  the  heating 
arrangements  of  the  pavilion  block  were  very  unsatisfactory.  In 
winter,  on  cold  days  it  was  impossible  to  keep  the  temperature 
at  anything  like  a  comfortable  heat,  unless  all  the  windows  were 
closed  ;  and  when  this  was  done  the  Ward  got  stuffy.  The  result  was 
that  we  found  cases  did  not  do  nearly  so  well,  “  secondary  throats  ” 
occurred  and  this  I  think  was  unquestionably  due  to  bad  ventilation. 
The  question  was  very  thoroughly  investigated  by  the  Hospital 
Committee  and  it  was  decided  to  instal  hot  water  apparatus,  This  was 
done  in  the  pavilion  block,  and  matters  are  now  much  more  satisfactory. 

With  regard  to  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  admitted  during  the 
year,  they  have  been  more  typical  in  character  than  for  some 
years  past.  The  majority  were  moderately  severe  cases,  the  rash 
and  subsequent  desquamation  being  copious ;  secondary  com¬ 
plications,  however,  occurred  in  only  a  very  few  cases,  and  these 
were  of  quite  a  minor  character  and  call  for  no  remarks.  Relapses, 
or  secondary  attacks  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurring  shortly  after  the  first 
are  rare ;  two  such  probable  cases  occurred  ;  both  were  children 
admitted  after  the  acute  stage  had  passed,  and  in  one  there  was 
some  evidence  of  desquamation,  in  the  other  there  was  slight  soreness 
of  the  nostril.  The  only  death  which  occurred  amongst  the  patients 
was  that  of  a  child  of  2J  years  which  was  admitted  in  convulsions, 
these  were  more  or  less  continuous  until  death,  24  hours  later. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  the  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  district  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  cases  under  their  care 
are  certified  for  removal  to  Hospital.  Early  removal  to  Hospital  of 
the  first  case  occurring  in  a  family  is  a  most  important  means  of 
prevention,  for  essentially  Hospital  isolation  is  the  prevention  of 
spread  of  the  disease  in  the  family.  This  end  I  am  happy  to  say 
nas  been  attained  ;  we  have  had  no  secondary  case  in  families  after 
the  removal  of  the  first  to  Hospital.  In  the  instances  in  which  two 
members  of  one  family  have  been  admitted,  it  has  been  that  the  first 
case  occurring  has  been  treated  at  home.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  again 
there  has  been  no  ‘  return  ’  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  this  year.  In 
previous  reports  I  have  mentioned  the  precautions  taken  to  this  end. 

Three  cases  of  Membranous  Croup  required  the  operation  of 
tracheotomy,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  all  recovered.  Out  of  twelve 
successive  tracheotomies  we  have  had  only  one  fatal  case,  which  was 
due  to  broncho-pneumonia.  This  is  excellent  testimony  to  the  skill 
and  care  of  the  nursing  staff;  there  is  probably  no  other  operation 
which  depends  so  much  for  its  success  upon  skilled  nursing.  There 
has  been  no  c return  5  case  of  diphtheria  during  the  year;  since  the 
Hospital  has  been  opened  there  has  been  only  one  probable  return 
case  of  diphtheria,  and  in  this,  the  evidence  was  not  conclusive  that  it 
was  so.  With  regard  to  the  discharge  from  Hospital  of  diphtheria 
patients  ;  no  patient  is  discharged  who  has  had  this  disease  until 
three  consecutive  negative  reports  are  obtained  from  swabs  taken 
from  the  nose  and  throat  at  intervals  during  the  last  10  and  14  days 
stay  of  the  patient  in  Hospital. 
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SECTION  V. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND 

ADMINISTRATION. 

(i.)  Houses  and  Housing  Accommodation. 

By  far  the  larger  proportion  of  houses  in  the  district,  especially 
in  the  West  Ward,  and  the  southern  portion  of  the  East  Ward  are 
occupied  by  working  people.  The  housing  accommodation  in  the 
district  is  more  than  adequate  to  the  demand  :  in  the  poorer  parts  of 
the  district  there  are  many  houses  occupied  by  two  families, — not 
because  houses  are  scarce  —  but  rents  are  too  high  in  proportion  to 
wages  earned  by  the  poorest  class.  This  of  course  tends  to  over¬ 
crowding  ;  but  special  supervision  is  exercised  by  the  Inspector  and 
so  far  as  is  known  there  is  practically  no  overcrowding  in  the 
District. 

In  the  report  for  1903,  I  mentioned  that  there  were  in  certain 
parts  of  the  district  a  few  groups  of  comparatively  new  houses  which 
were  already  in  a  bad  state  of  repair,  and  far  from  conforming  to  the 
minimum  standard  of  soundness  and  sanitation  which  the  Bye-laws 
required.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  condition  of  these  premises  has 
been  very  much  improved.  The  houses  themselves  have  been  put 
in  habitable  and  sanitary  condition  ;  the  backyards  and  passages  of 
many  of  them  paved. 

Sufficiency  of  Open  Space  About  Houses,  etc. 

All  new  buildings  have  to  conform  to  Bye-laws  based  on  the 
model  Bye-laws  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  ensure  a 
minimum  standard  of  open  space  about  the  house,  size  of  rooms, 
amount  of  light,  sanitary  conveniences,  that  foundations  are  properly 
laid,  the  materials  used  of  a  certain  quality,  and  so  forth.  In  order 
to  ensure  this  minimum  standard,  and  to  avoid  any  breach  of  the 
Bye-laws,  buildings  in  course  of  erection,  are  constantly  supervised  by 
the  Surveyor  and  the  Building  Inspector. 

In  this  connection  our  Surveyor  writes  as  follows  :  “  Careful 
inspection  is  continually  being  made  of  the  houses  in  course  of 
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erection,  and  plans  kept  showing  the  drainage  of  each  house ;  from 
time  to  time  it  has  been  necessary  to  compel  the  builders  to  rectify 
works  done  in  contravention  of  the  Bye-laws. 

The  attention  of  builders  is  directed  to  the  following  sanitary 
requirements  as  to  the  use  of  water  cisterns  in  dwelling  houses. 

Where  Cisterns  are  Used. 

1.  — They  should  be  constructed  of  a  material  that  will  not  impart  any 

injurious  quality  to  the  water. 

2.  —They  should  be  placed  so  as  to  be  easily  accessible  for  inspection 

and  cleansing  ;  where  it  is  impossible  to  provide  a  special  room 
for  the  cisterns,  the  next  best  position  is  in  the  roof,  a  glass  slate 
being  inserted  in  roof  covering  to  give  light. 

3.  — They  ’should  not  be  placed  under  floors,  directly  under  ceilings, 

in  coal  places,  sculleries  and  such  like  positions,  nor  should  they 
form  the  roof  to  w.c.’s  as  the  water,  in  tanks  placed  in  such 
positions,  is  subject  to  greater  liability  of  becoming  contaminated, 
besides  being  difficult  to  adequately  cleanse  same  in  many 
instances. 

4  — They  should  be  provided  with  covers  so  constructed  as  to  prevent 
dirt,  etc  ,  gaining  access. 

5.  — The  overflow  pipe  should  discharge  through  an  external  wall 

clear  of  all  soil  and  vent  pipes. 

6.  — The  w.c.  must  be  provided  with  a  water  waste  preventing  cistern 

kept  supplied  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  for  the  proper 
flushing  of  such  w.c. 

It  is  advisable,  in  addition  to  having  a  service  supply  from  the  storage 
tank,  to  have  a  tap  on  the  main,  so  as  to  obtain  a  direct  supply. 


Mr.  Hanson,  the  Rate  Collector,  informs  me  that  the  number  of 
houses  in  rating  at  the  end  of  December,  1908,  was  4,503.

The  houses,  etc  ,  are  inspected  during  erection  by  the  Surveyor’s 
Department,  drains  tested  by  water,  and  certificates  issued  for 
occupation. 

Private  Streets. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  past  year  further 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  making  up  of  Private  Streets  in  the 
districts.  This  work  is  very  desirable  from  a  health  point  of  view, 
and  will,  I  trust,  be  proceeded  with  as  opportunity  offers  until 
completion.  The  amount  expended  for  this  purpose  during  the  past 
year  has  been  about  ,£7,700. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act. 

No  proceedings  under  this  Act  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  I 
am  not  aware  of  any  circumstances  requiring  action  under  this  Act. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

I  am  indebted  to  our  Surveyor,  Mr.  Reginald  Brown, 
A.M.I.C.E.,  for  the  following  particulars: — 

(a).  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewage  enters  the  Disposal  Works  at  two  different  points. 
What  may  be  termed  the  high  level  outfall  sewer  takes  the  Sewage 
from  the  District  proper.  This  enters  the  works  by  passing  through 
a  small  chamber  controlled  by  valves,  and  thence  into  and  through 
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a  receptacle  in  which  is  fixed  one  of  Smith’s  Patent  Revolving  Wire 
Screens. 

This  screen  consists  of  a  water  wheel — driven  by  the  momentum 
of  the  Sewage — which  causes  an  endless  band  of  wire  net  to  revolve 
slowly,  thus  catching  and  lifting  all  suspended  matters  beyond  a 
certain  size.  A  brush  revolving  in  an  opposite  direction  cleans  the 
net  as  it  passes,  and  the  solid  matters  are  cleared  to  one  side  and 
removed  by  manual  labour.  The  sewage  then  passes  through  a  well, 
inside  the  liming  house,  and  from  thence  through  two  valves  into  one 
or  the  other  of  two  small  detritus  tanks  covered  with  corrugated  iron. 
These  tanks  have  a  total  capacity  of  24,000  gallons.  At  the  centre 
of  the  length  of  these  tanks,  scum  boards  are  fixed,  the  bottom  edges 
of  which  are  at  a  distance  of  24-ins.  below  the  level,  the  upper  edges 
being  above  the  water  level ;  the  outlet  end  of  the  tanks  have  also 
scum  boards  projecting  to  a  distance  of  12-ins.  below  the  water  level, 
and  the  top  edges  of  same,  of  course,  being  above  the  water  level. 

The  Sewage  passes  under  these  boards  and  over  a  lip  in  a 
continuous  stream  into  a  carrier. 

Four  Precipation  Tanks  of  600,000  gallons  capacity  are  in  use, 
with  the  necessary  apparatus  in  connection  therewith.  The  tanks 
are  arranged  so  that  they  may  be  used  on  the  intermittent  or 
continuous  principle. 

The  effluent  from  the  Precipitation  Tanks  passes  from  the  tanks 
into  about  f  acres  of  first  Contact  Beds.  The  feature  of  the 
Works  is  the  ample  provision  made  for  the  effectual  aeration  of  the 
whole  system. 

The  lower  outfall  takes  the  Sewage  from  one  Institution  only, 
viz.,  Han  well  Asylum,  and  discharges  into  two  covered  tanks,  the 
combined  capacity  of  which  is  about  57,000  gallons.  The  Sewage 
from  these  tanks  is  pumped  up  through  a  rising  main  and  discharges 
into  a  well  at  the  liming  house  before  mentioned,  and  then  passes 
through  the  same  process  as  the  District  Sewage.  The  precipitated 
sludge  passes  into  a  sludge  well  near  the  low  level  tanks,  and  is 
pressed  into  cake  form  by  means  of  a  filter  press. 

The  effluent  is  tested  every  day,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the 
efficiency  of  the  process.  The  phenomenal  growth  of  the  district 
urgently  requires  extension  of  works,  and  the  Surveyor  has  the 
matter  in  hand. 

The  whole  of  the  machinery  at  the  works  is  driven  by  gas 
engines,  the  gas  until  lately  being  supplied  from  a  Dowson  gas 
generating  plant,  but  the  town  gas  is  now  laid  on.  It  is  also  hoped 
that  water  will  be  laid  on  to  the  farm  at  no  very  distant  date. 

f).  Removal  of  House  Refuse. 

During  the  year,  3,263  loads  of  refuse  have  been  removed  from 
the  Houses  in  the  District ;  the  system  in  vogue  is  a  weekly 
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collection,  the  refuse  from  each  house,  except  where  unavoidable, 
being  removed  once  a  week  on  specified  days.  The  refuse  of  the 
house  is  stored  in  galvanized  iron  bins,  which  when  emptied,  are  dusted 
with  carbolic  powder.  The  dust  is  removed  by  means  of  covered 
carts  with  wind  guards. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  at  a  rate  per  day  for  horse, 
harness  and  man  ;  the  Council  supplying  the  cart  and  one  dustman. 
The  District  is  divided  into  three  Sub-Districts  for  the  purposes  of 
collecting,  and  reports  are  made  daily  to  the  Surveyor  as  to  the 
progress  of  the  work  for  each  of  these  Sub-Districts.  It  is  a  pity 
that  with  such  an  efficient  method  for  the  removal  of  refuse,  that 
the  method  of  disposal  is  so  primitive.  Under  his  contract,  the 
contractor  is  bound  to  find  his  own  shoot,  and  this  with  a  rapidly 
growing  district  becomes  more  difficult  every  day ;  the  consequence 
being  that  the  refuse  finds  its  way  into  the  disused  sand  or  gravel  pits 
frequently  situate  at  or  near  the  rear  of  houses  in  course  of  erection, 
and  although  constant  supervision  is  exercised  to  see  that  no 
nuisance  is  created  by  covering  the  refuse  with  earth  and  gas  lime, 
the  practice  must  be  deprecated,  inasmuch  as  a  subsoil  composed  of 
such  material  and  especially  where  so  short  a  distance  from  the  house 
cannot  be  conducive  to  the  health  of  the  inmates.  Under  these  con¬ 
ditions  a  refuse  destructor  should  be  erected  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  so  as  to  dispose  of  the  material  collected  in  the  most 
sanitary  manner. 

In  my  last  Report,  I  expressed  the  hope  that  this  object  would 
shortly  be  attained  as  the  Conncil  has  decided  to  proceed  with  the 
erection  of  a  properly  designed  refuse  destructor,  but  up  to  the 
present  nothing  has  been  done  except  plans  prepared. 

Two  sites  have  been  purchased,  one  on  the  north  side  of  the 
district  adjoining  the  Canal  at  Hayes  Bridge,  with  a  private  dock 
accommodation.  (This  site  has  an  area  of  about  4  acres),  and  the 
other  on  the  south  side  of  the  District,  on  the  west  of  Norwood 
Mill  on  what  is  known  as  the  Adelaide  Estate.  This  site  has  an  area 
of  about  3  acres.  The  Council  propose  utilizing  this  latter  site  first, 
and  the  Engineer  has  prepared  the  necessary  plans.  During  the 
yegr  a  splendid  dock  has  been  constructed  on  this  site. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  sixteen  houses  let  in  lodgings  on  the  register,  no 
contraventions  of  the  bye-laws  in  connection  therewith,  came  under 
notice  during  the  year. 
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Moveable  Dwellings— Caravans. 

Forty  moveable  dwellings  came  under  observation  during  the  year. 
There  were  20  instances  of  nuisance  in  connection  with  them,  which 
were  dealt  with.  From  one  of  these  vans  which  had  just  arrived 
in  the  district,  a  patient  was  notified  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  removed  to  our  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Inspector  reports  that 
dealing  with  these  vans  has  given  rise  to  considerable  trouble,  and  he 
has  often  found  them  moving  from  one  part  of  the  district  to  another, 
after  the  service  of  notices.

The  sanitary  condition  of  these  premises  is  satisfactory ;  they 
are  all  properly  drained  and  supplied  with  water  from  the  public 
service.  There  are  only  four  very  small  private  schools  in  the 
district  ;  in  connection  with  one  of  these  there  were  two  cases  of 
notifiable  disease  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades. 

No  offensive  trades  as  scheduled  in  the  Public  Health  Acts  are 
carried  on  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply. 

The  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company  whose  reservoirs  are 
at  Egham,  supply  the  whole  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  area  on  the  South  side  of  the  district  (Adelaide  Estate)  and  a 
few  houses  at  North  Hyde.  With  a  view  to  ensuring  a  constant  and 
sufficient  supply  at  adequate  pressure,  the  South-West  Suburban 
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Company  have  a  water  tower  on  their  premises  at  Southall  with  a 
capacity  of  about  300,000  gallons.  Since  1901,  the  quality  of  the 
water  supply  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  periodi¬ 
cally,  samples  have  been  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Analyst ; 
this  has  been  done  with  decreasing  frequency,  as  the  reports  as  to  its 
purity  were  more  or  less  favourable. 

During  the  year  the  quality  of  the  water  so  far  as  I  could 
ascertain  has  been  good.  The  physical  qualities  of  the  water  have 
certainly  been  very  much  better  than  they  were  last  year.  Generally, 
during  the  rainy  season  the  water  has  been  discoloured,  this  year  it  has 
been  quite  clear.

South-West  Suburban  Water  Act,  1908. 


The  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company  made  application  to 
Parliament  for  further  powers  and  to  raise  more  money,  but  omitted 
any  reference  to  their  former  undertaking  with  the  Council  as  to  the 
charges,  and  the  Council  deemed  it  expedient  to  oppose  the  Bill  with 
a  view  to  obtaining  a  modification  of  the  charges  and  a  better  and 
purer  supply,  and  for  the  protection  of  this  District  the  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons  inserted  the  following  clauses : — 
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For  Protection  of  Southall-Norwood  Urban 

District  Council. 

1.  — All  mains  (other  than  service  pipes)  to  be  laid  in  the  district 
of  the  Southall  Council  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall  be 
of  an  internal  diameter  of  not  less  than  four  inches  and  shall  be  laid 
at  such  depth  as  the  Southall  Council  shall  reasonably  require.  Any 
difference  between  the  Company  and  the  Southall  Council  respecting 
the  reasonableness  of  the  requirements  of  the  Southall  Council  under 
this  subsection  shall  be  determined  by  an  engineer  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Local  Government  Board. 

2.  — With  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board  the  Company  shall  make  a  connection  between  their  mains  and 
the  main  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  at  or  near  Southall  Green. 

3.  — Section  17  of  the  Norwood  (Middlesex)  Water  Order,  1878, 
shall  from  and  after  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  ten,  be  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  it  is  hereby 
enacted  that  from  and  after  that  date  the  Company  shall  at  the 
request  of  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  house  or  building  occupied  as 
a  separate  tenement  in  any  street  within  that  portion  of  the  district  of 
the  Southall  Council  which  is  within  the  limits  of  supply  of  the 
Company  in  which  any  service  main  or  service  pipe  of  the  Company 
shall  be  laid,  or  if  any  person  wrho  under  the  provisions  of  the  Norwood 
(Middlesex)  Water  Order,  1878,  and  any  Act  confirming  applying  or 
amending  the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  require  a  supply  of  water  for 
domestic  purposes,  furnish  to  such  owner  or  occupier  or  other  person 
by  means  of  a  communication  pipe  and  other  necessary  and  proper 
apparatus  to  be  provided  and  laid  down  and  maintained  by  him  and 
at  his  cost  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  at  a  rate 
per  annum  which  shall  not  exceed  seven  and  a  half  per  centum  of  the 
rateable  value  of  the  house  or  building  or  part  of  a  house  or  building 
in  respect  of  which  the  supply  is  required  and  so  on  in  proportion  for 
any  longer  or  shorter  period  than  a  year. 

4.  — The  rate  for  the  supply  by  the  Company  of  water  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  Section  37  of  the  Waterworks  Clauses  Act, 
1847,  shall  be  the  fixed  rate  of  one  shilling  and  threepence  per 
thousand  gallons. 

5.  — The  charge  for  the  supply  by  meter  by  the  Company  of 
water  for  purposes  other  than  domestic  shall  not  exceed  the  following 
per  quarter  for  every  thousand  gallons  : — 

Two  shillings  per  thousand  gallons  up  to  one  hundred  thousand 
gallons  per  quarter  ; 

One  shilling  and  ninepence  per  thousand  gallons  for  the  next 
fifty  thousand  gallons  per  quarter; 

One  shilling  and  sixpence  per  thousand  gallons  for  all  in  excess 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  gallons  per  quarter ; 
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Provided  always  that  where  premises  are  used  for  trade  and 
domestic  purposes  the  charge  for  trade  purposes  shall  be  paid  in 
addition  to  the  rate  payable  for  domestic  purposes :  m 

6.  — The  Company  shall  give  the  Southall  Council  reasonable 
notice  of  their  intention  to  cut  off  water  within  the  distrtct  of  such 
Council,  except  in  cases  of  unavoidable  emergency  and  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  recoverable  summarily  for 
any  failure  or  neglect  to  give  such  notice. 

7.  — The  Company  shall  if  and  when  required  by  the  Southall 
Council  extend  any  of  their  mains  within  the  portion  of  the  district 
of  the  Southall  Council  within  their  limits  of  supply,  provided  that 
the  Southall  Council  shall  guarantee  to  the  Company  ten  per  centum 
per  annum  of  the  cost  of  constructing  and  laying  the  extension  which 
guarantee  shall  remain  in  force  until  the  water  rates  received  by  the 
Company  in  respect  of  water  supplied  by  means  of  such  extension 
reach  the  sum  guaranteed. 

As  well  as  providing  generally  that  all  water  supplied  by  the 
Company  shall  be  properly  and  efficiently  filtered. 

And  also  gave  power  to  Local  Authorities  to  supply  water  in 
case  the  Company  failed  to  supply  and  made  the  Company 
amenable  to  the  general  law  with  regard  to  pressure  of  water  in  the 
pipes. 

8.  — Section  15  of  the  Norwood  (Middlesex)  Water  Order,  1878, 
incorporated  with  the  Act  of  1883  is  hereby  repealed,  and  from  and 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act  all  water  supplied  by  the  Company  before 
the  same  shall  be  put  into  their  pipes  for  distribution,  shall  be 
properly  and  efficiently  filtered  or  otherwise  treated  so  as  to  render 
the  same  pure  and  wholesome  for  domestic  purposes,  and  if  the 
Company  make  default  as  to  this  section  they  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  for  every  day  during  which  such 
default  shall  continue. 

9.  — If  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
commencement  of  this  Act  the  Company  are  not  furnishing  or 
prepared  on  demand  to  furnish  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  in  any 
part  of  the  district  of  any  local  authority  within  the  limits  of  supply, 
the  local  authority  of  such  district  may  provide  a  supply  in  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  their  district  within  the  limits  of  supply  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  or  any  company, 
body  or  person  may  apply  for  an  Act  of  Parliament  or  Provisional 
Order  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  in  any  part  of  such  district 
not  sufficiently  supplied  by  the  Company.  If  any  difference  shall 
arise  between  the  Company  and  any  such  local  authority,  company, 
body  or  person  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  supply  of  water  in  any  part  of 
such  district,  such  difference  shall  be  settled  by  an  arbitrator  to  be 
appointed  on  the  application  of  either  party  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 
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io. — Section  16  of  the  Norwood  (Middlesex)  Water  Order,  1878, 
and  Section  31  of  the  Sunningdale  District  Water  Act,  1877,  as  to  the 
pressure  at  which  water  is  to  be  maintained  in  the  pipes  shall  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  be  repealed. 

Polluted  Wells. 

In  the  report  for  last  year  mention  was  made  of  the  difficulties 
experienced  in  providing  a  public  supply  of  water  to  houses  at 
Buckingham  Terrace  and  Top  Locks ;  the  wells  supplying  those 
premises  having  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  the  Company’s  Main  has  now  been  carried  to 
Buckingham  Terrace  and  Top  Locks  and  a  supply  has  been  provided 
for  all  houses  in  that  area  with  six  exceptions. 

Workshops,  81  c. 

The  total  number  of  workshops  on  the  register  is  57.  The 
workshops  and  workplaces,  31  in  number,  consist  chiefly  of  joiners, 
carpenters,  and  other  industries  connected  with  the  building  trade. 
The  8  domestic  workshops  on  the  register  are  dressmakers  and  hand 
laundries. 

There  is  no  special  workshop  industry  carried  on  in  the  district. 
With  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  these  premises  I  am  satisfied 
that  they  are  satisfactory.  They  have  all  been  inspected  during  the 
year,  and  a  memorandum  made  of  their  sanitary  circumstances. 

Bakehouses  are  workshops  under  the  Act ;  the  number  on  the 
register  is  18  as  compared  with  16  last  year. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  bakehouses  in  the  District  is  good ; 
the  only  cause  for  complaint  is,  that  in  many  cases  they  are  not 
limewashed  in  accordance  with  the  regulations,  and  this  accounts  for 
the  nine  breaches  of  special  regulations  for  bakehouses.  One  instance 
of  illegal  occupation  of  an  underground  bakehouse  came  under  notice 
which  was  remedied. 

Factories. 

With  regard  to  factories  these  are  not  registered  with  the  Council 
as  H.M.  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  Sanitary  circumstances 
generally,  and  in  case  of  default  he  reports  to  the  Sanitary  Authority 
any  matters  coming  to  his  notice,  which  are  remediable  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

Three  such  reports  have  been  received  during  the  year.

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  five  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district ;  these  premises 
have  been  very  frequently  visited  during  the  year,  and  the  only 
matters  requiring  attention  have  been  want  of  quarterly  lime-washing 
in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws,  and  neglect  to  remove  offal.  Two 
such  instances  were  the  cause  of  complaint.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
has  frequently  visited  the  Butchers’  Shops  in  the  district  and  reports 
that  he  has  not  found  any  cause  for  complaint,  and  that  no  instance 
of  diseased  or  unsound  meat  has  come  under  notice. 
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Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

The  nunber  of  Cow  Sheds  on  the  register  is  7,  and  number  of 
milch  cows  in  the  district  is  about  200.  The  general  sanitary 
condition  of  these  premises  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory ;  two  or  three 
of  the  sheds  are  really  well  kept,  others  have  much  to  desired,  so  far  as 
the  regulations  go.  No  illness  either  of  cattle  or  those  employed  about 
them  has  come  to  my  knowledge.  There  has  been  no  suspicion 
attaching  to  the  milk  from  any  of  these  sheds  in  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  occurring  in  the  district.  Most  of  the  sheds  send  the  milk 
away ;  there  are  only  two  supplying  milk  in  the  town. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

The  question  of  entering  into  arrangements  for  the  periodical 
veterinary  inspection  of  milch  cows  in  the  district  was  discussed  by  the 
Committee.  The  conclusion  reached  was  that  this  could  be  more 
efficiently  carried  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council, 
and  with  this  view  I  am  quite  in  agreement.  It  appears,  however, 
that  the  County  Council  has  no  powers  for  this  purpose  under  the 
Dairies  and  Cow  Sheds  Order,  therefore  the  duty  devolves  upon  the 
local  authority. 

I  think  it  is  highly  desirable  that  some  means  should  be  found 
whereby  this  inspection  could  be  carried  out  by  the  Central 
Authority. 

Milk  Shops  and  Dairies. 

There  are  26  Milk  Shops  and  Dairies  on  the  register,  No 
breach  of  the  regulations  of  any  moment  have  come  under  notice. 
In  one  or  two  instances  lime  washing  and  cleansing  have  been 
necessary.  The  majority  of  vendors  obtain  their  milk  from  country 
farms  and  dairy  companies,  and  generally  speaking  the  quality  of 
the  milk  is  good.  There  have  been  no  circumstances  pointing  to  the 
milk  supply  as  being  a  cause  of  spread  of  infectious  sickness  during 
the  year. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  milk  vendor  supplying  the 
house  is  notified,  and  he  is  instructed  to  only  deliver  milk  into  a 
receptacle  provided  by  the  consumer.  In  previous  reports  I  have 
adverted  to  the  dangerous  system  of  distributing  milk  to  houses  in 
dealers’  cans ;  I  consider  there  is  great  risk  when  these  are  left  at  a 
house  where  there  is  infectious  sickness.  The  regulations  provide 
that  cans  must  be  effectively  cleansed  after  use,  and  the  Council 
insists  on  the  provision  for  this  being  done  at  all  Dairies,  but  I  am 
very  sceptical  as  to  this  regulation  being  systematically  observed. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  one  was 
found  to  be  adulterated.  A  summons  was  issued,  the  case  was 
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heard  at  Brentford,  on  August  6th,  and  adjourned  pending  the  result 
of  the  analysis  of  the  third  part  of  the  sample  which  the  Justices  had 
sent  to  Somerset  House. 

The  case  was  resumed  on  September  ist,  but  by  reason  of  the 
conflicting  evidence  of  the  certificates  of  analysis  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Mr.  Bevan,  7  per  cent,  added  water. 

(2)  Government  Analysis,  not  less  than  3  per  cent. 

(3)  Defendant’s  Analyst,  not  adulterated;  the  Magistrates 

dismissed  the  case,  the  Defendants  to  pay  costs.
